TO BE SIGNED 


Oyama And Linevitch Will Meet Between: 


Their Two Armies For That Purpose. 


WILL OUTLINE TERMS OF PEACE 


Representatives of Russia And Japan Have Practically 


Agreed Upon The Terms That Will 


Be Presented. 


Washington, June 17.—Russia and 


Japan have had a sufficient inter- 
change of views through Washington 
to give assurance that as a prelimin- 
ary to peace an armistice will be ef- 
fected at an early day.- Alone on the 
plains o£ Manchuria, midway between 
the .two great armies, Field Marshal 
Oyama and General Linevitch will 
meet to sign the truce which will pave 
the. ..way for the Washington confer- 
ence if the present tentative ipro- 
gram- is fpllow.ed. 


Fean Effect of Battle. ; 


President Roosevelt has been cast- 


Ing his influence to this end. He has' 
feared that without an armistice'.a 
battle 
In Manchuria, might wreck 


completely the peace negotiations. It 
will be a. limited armistice, in that no 
effort w.ill be made to check the move- 
ment of re-enforcements or supply. 
Each army will be restricted simply 
from making any forward movement 
or any movement by which it might 
better its 'position for a blow at the 
foe should the peace negotiation fall 
through. 


It is not at all improbable that a 


peace protocol may lie signed in Wash- 
ington or elsewhere within ' a very j 
short time .and that the armistice to i 
be concluded in the field will be stip-| 
ulated'by this protocol, .which could. 
with propriety contain further .stipula- 
tions as to the plenipotentiaries whom 
the Russian 
and Japanese 
govern-,

that time:/: Such has been the/course

Marquis Ito can be 
one of the ..Japanese ^rresentatives

"open door" school is considered emi- 
nently fitted for a peace conference la 
•which the United States will., insist 
that both Russia and Japan adhere to 
/their frequently expressed 
indorse- 


ment of- the "open door." Baron Ro- 
sen, who will succeed Count Casslnl 
as Russian, ambassador here, will'pos- 
sibly be one of Russia's nominations 
on account of his presence at .Wash- 
ington, and- because of his service as 
Russian minister at Tokio before the 
•war. Mr.. Takahira, the Japanese min- 
ister here, might be .selected for the 
same reason. 


Differ a» to Language. 


An important .point to be- decided 


•will be the language to be used in the 
negotiations. Rusia will prefer French, 
•which is the language of Russian, di- 
plomacy. Japan does not want .French, 
used,'and as a foil to a suggestion vof 
French by the Muscovite diplomats 
might express a preference, for Japa- 
nese, with the result'that a'comprb- 
mise.might be effected .on -English. 
There have been instances of the use . 
of both French and English in diplo- 
matic proceedings.

The vaudeville theatre, and the at- 
tempt to open the house for Sundw 
night-performances, has been the top- 
ic for free discussion of late, and in

private morals have been suggested 


That the-house was not permitted, 


to open on Sunday nights is a matter 
of general satisfaction, not only to 
people who regard the day as sacred, 
but to many others who do not en- 
dorse unlimited desecration. 
It is frequently said that 
railwav 


corporations have no soul, 
and yet 


the Chicago and Northwestern com- 
pany two years ago, abandoned all 
Sunday excursions and the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and'St. Paul company has 
recently adopted the same policy. 


Both companies have their regular 


Sunday train service, patronized by 
all classes of people, and but little 
criticism ' Is 
offered, 
in fact there 


•would be complaint all along the line 
if this service was discontinued. 


•Sickness, death \and emergencies 


demand of transportation companies 
rapid transit seven days in the week, 
and the man who condemns, or criti- 
cises commands but 
little attention 


or respect. 
; 
But the Sunday excursion train is 


a different proposition. It caters tp 


-a class of. people who have but little 


regard for moral 
law, including a 


smaller class who lack respect for 
any law. 
These two classes are represented 


In all communities and when they are 
grouped on a Sunday excursion trip, 
even a railway 
corporation has oc- 


casion to blush.« * * 


The vaudeville theatre, like the yel- 


low journal, is largely an innovation 
of the last .decade. Both have come 
to the surface in answer to popular 
demand, and while many people de- 
nounce and argue that they have no 
right to exist, the fact remains that 
they are here, and likely to stay. 


The yellow journal Is supported by 


n yellow constituency and the .vaude- 
ville theatre has a strong hold in the 
field .ol popular amusements. 
1 The .reader 
of the 
safron lined 


journal, and the patron of the cheap 
priced play house, is a part of the 
body politic. They cannot be classed 
as immoral people, 
simply because 


the policy they pursue is not endorsed 
by another class of 
people, whose 


education 
and 
environment 
Jias 


taught them to believe that sensa- 
tions and amusements which are not 
elevating id character, are works of 
the devil. 


There are 
many questions which 


belong to the realm of expediency, 
which many good people confuse with 
questions of right and wrong. 


They are influenced by the theory 


'that conscience 
always tells a man 


what is right, when conscience never 
does 
anything 
of the 
kind. 
Con- 


science tells a man to do the right, 
but judgment 
based on 
education 


and developed by environment, tells 


. him what the right is. 


The narrowest people living today 


are the people who assume to be con- 
science for other people, and yet there 
are many people of this class. 


The' question ot amusements ab- 


sorbs the attention 
of these people 


more than any other question which 
occupies their minds, and they fre- 
quently assume the responsibility 'of 
drawing 
the line by saying, "This 


amusement is all right, ..while that 
one, which many other good people 
indulge in, is all wrong." They play 
croquet with a good deal of perspi- 
ration and enthusiasm, but if a bil- 
liard ball should roll across the lawn 
"they would be shocked beyond ex- 
pression. 


They can shout themselves hoarse 


over flinch or pit, but it an ace of 
spades should put in an appearance 
they would crawl under the table to 
escape contamination. 


A second rate performance, backed 


by a society, which 
would play to 


an empty house, if placed on its mer- 
its, is all; right, while a first class 
theatre with a good moral play, is a 
device of the evil one. 


Yet the fact remains that billiards 


is a purely scientific .game, played in 
many homes by people who enjoy an 
enviable reputation for character and 
upright every day living, while the 
game of whist, is as free from gam- 
bling associations 
as 
the 
family 


horse which wouldn't 
know a race 


track from a furrow in the corn field. 


There are also many good people 


who have no conscientious scruples 
about attending a good clean play at 
the theatre, and the man 
who de- 


nounces people who patronize these 
and various other amusements, simply 
because he has grown up in an atmos- 
phere which makes it wrong for nun 
to patronize them conscientiously, is 
assuming responsibility which entitles 
him to be classed as narrow. 


The argument 
is used that 
the 


card and billiard ball are emblems 
of the saloon, so is the horse the em- 
glem of the race, track. 
. The viewpoint has 
everything to 


do with this class of questions, and 
men will never agree on them until 
they' occupy the same point of view. 


They are not questions of absolute 


right and wrong, and can not bo so 
considered, 


While the world is far from ideal 


it is a reasonably good world after 
all, an(M.he man wno looks for the 
best in" it, with a purpose to help hu- 
manity is seldom disappointed.

THE SEVENTEEN YEAR LOCUST 


LIFES A SHORT TIME. 


WORM, HOWEVER, IS BURIED 


Sleeps Seventeen Years' and Then 


Comes to Life—Brief Bit 


of History, 


It is now a matter beyond dispute 


that the seventeen year locust which 
last visited southern Wisconsin 
in 


1SSS is again in evidence. 
Round 


about Janesville, thousands of these. 
Insects can be heard singing or buzz- 
ing in the trees and even within the 
city; limits some large and 
lively 


specimens 
have been 
found. 
Dr. 


Clinton^ Helm of Rockford has made 
a study of these interesting insects. 
With his daughter and family he is 
spending the " summer on the Rock 
river in a neat 
cottage just 
below 


Beloit.

He says tuis^Js the fifth visitation 


of the seventeen year locust that he 
remembers. The first in 1837; the sec- 
oiul in 1S54; then in 1871; then 
In 


1S8S, and now in 3905. 
They seem, 


as far as he can see, as numerous 
now as ever. 
This colony of locusts 


extends as far west as central Iowa; 
as far south as central Illinois, some- 
what up into Wisconsin, but the doc- 
tor does not know whether it extends 
much east of us or not. 


Another Kind. 


There is another colony in Kentucky 


coming every seventeen years, but not 
on the years they come here. These 
locusts are not locusts at all, nor are 
they grasshoppers. 
They are 
very 


slightly if at all migratory and they 
come up out of the 
ground looking 


much like huge bumble bees without 
wings. They leave 
nearly 
straight 


holes In the ground which looks as If 
they had been bored in by .an auger. 


Their Growth, 


Very soon after appearing 
above 


ground they crawl up on little bushes 
and soon they begin'to split along 
the back and the white Cicada emerg- 
es with small folded wings. 
These 


wings grow dark, 
full veined 
and 


large within two hours when the Ci- 
cada. Is about its full size. The empty 
shell often remains attached for some 
time to the leaves of the bushes.
